PLANS OF IRRIGATION 


Will Be In Evidence at the Portland fair and Will Show the Complete 


System With Practical Illustrations—Exposition Notes. 


Portland.—Because 
of the 
large 


amount of land in tbe Pacific North- 
went which has been reclaimed 
by ir- 


rigation, and the larger amount which 
is at present worthless on account of 
the lack of water supply, the irriga- 
tion exhibit at tbf> Lewis and Clark 
Exposition will prove unusually in- 
teresting. The exhibit will be com- 
plete, well arranged and instructive, 
and will prove a marvel to eastern 
people, who know little of the won- 
derful results which an artificial water 
supply has 
accomplished in many 


western districts. 


The exhibit will consist largely of 


working models of irrigation projects; 
the largest being patterned 
after the 


13,000,000 plant now being built in 
southern Arizona. 
The models will 


snow the mnnner of storing tbe water 
by reservoirs, the methods of carrying 
it to the low lands by means of canals 
and flumes, and its final distribution 
to the lands to be irrigated. 
There 


will also be models of dams and reser- 
voirs and an exhibit of instruments 
uaed in determining the amount of 
water which may be utilized from any 
given stream. 


In addition to these displays, there 


will be a practical illustration of ir- 
rigation methods on the grounds back 
of the government building, on the 
peninsula 
in Guild s Lake, where 


there will be a small farm with crops 
growta on land actually irrigated.
